Stemming from this concept, the solution the 
health problems older persons appeared center 
upon the availability nursing homes, custodial facili- 
ties, homes for incurables, and similar institutions. 
These facilities would care for chronically ill patients 
the older age groups who could not cared for 
home their families. The traditional approach offers 
this bleak prospect: the proportion and number 
older persons the population increases, there will 
increasingly larger number chronically ill per- 
sons who—to greater lesser extent—may 
burden themselves, their families, and their com- 
munities. 


Health Division the Governor’s Conference 
Problems Aging will explore other approaches 
the health problems the aging. considering 
other approaches, may helpful question the 
concept that diseases common among older persons are 
natural concomitants the aging process. may 
helpful inquire into what can done prevent 
these diseases. may helpful explore what can

motor vehicle operators’ licenses. Comprehensive re- 
search causes vehicular accidents was also 
mended. 


This section stressed the need for the development 
services community agencies foster the appli- 
existing knowledge good nutrition 
tices. The importance debunking fallacies and 
truths about nutrition was emphasized. Research the 
role nutrition the processes aging and mass 
nutrition methods was urged. The work the State 
Inter-Agency Nutrition Committee was commended, 
and was recommended that its membership and 
activities expanded. 


was recommended that readjustment work 
sponsibilities and, necessary, retirement from 
ployment should based working capacity rather 
than age. This concept will require broader develop- 
ment industrial medical practice. 


Prevention disability and premature death after 
disease has already started depends upon early 
tion disease processes and prompt, adequate medical 
attention. The value yearly physical 
and appropriate laboratory studies the 
physician was stressed. Also, since for number 
reasons the public does not avail itself annual 
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examinations, was recommended that multiphasic 
sereening procedures employed under the leader- 
ship county medical societies, working collabora- 
tion with other community resources. was pointed 
out that there need for additional research 
evaluating screening. 

Community health education, the education all 
professional personnel the maintenance health 
among the aging, and the development special edu- 
methods applicable older persons were 
recommended this section. 


Organization Medical, Hospital, and 
Related Services for the Aging 

This section considered the implications establish- 
ing arbitrary age limits planning and providing 
services for the aging methods determining the size 
and type case types services, facilities, and 
personnel required provide adequate medical care 
for the aging and patterns organization services. 

was agreed that the use arbitrary age limits 
planning and providing services undesirable view 
the wide variation physical endowment, capacity 
and fitness among persons the same chronological 
age. 

Emphasis was placed the need for case-load 
statistics, including statistics the prevalence dis- 
ease and disability among persons the older age 
groups. Methods suggested for obtaining such 
include sampling studies individual communities 
and studies based data available from records main- 
tained existing agencies and institutions. 


was generally agreed that the establishment 
separate geriatric units centers would not de- 
rather, use should made existing facili- 
ties for the care persons the older age groups. 
However, physical facilities and standards person- 
nel and services should improved and their 
tions broadened with special emphasis rehabilita- 
tion. 

was recommended that some type assessment 
would provide diagnostic and coun- 
selling services, social service, and referral specialist 
and rehabilitation services—should organized 
the community level. These centers, primarily advisory 
function, would make use all available medical 
and related resources the community. They could 
located existing inpatient and outpatient depart- 
ments hospitals, clinics, health departments, 
Within industry. The assessment center would use 
physicians its key personnel and make available 
them all necessary ancillary services. 

The important role the family physician the 
care the aging was emphasized. 


was agreed that care chronically ill, aging per- 
sons their own homes most desirable and often 
feasible. Also, home care much less costly the com- 
munity than institutional care. was recognized that 
the provision adequate care the home requires the 
services physicians working team with social 
workers, nutritionists, physical and occupational 
therapists, practical nurses, housekeepers, and others. 

The need for additional hospital facilities Cali- 
fornia for the care chronically ill, aging persons was 
stressed. Special emphasis was placed this section 
the importance rehabilitation meeting the 
problem disability among aging persons. 


Professional Education and Research 

The recommendations this section dealt with the 
provision adequate research facilities; the need for 
special emphasis certain research problems the 
fields geriatrics and physical medicine and the need 
for broadening and stimulating the education pro- 
fessional personnel the health problems the aging. 

was recommended that research programs 
established and supported the field geriatrics 
providing research facilities institutions for the aged 
(the research such institutions under the super- 
vision the schools medicine) and providing 
research facilities other qualified hospitals, 
and institutions. 

These research facilities should maintained 
long-range basis. them, research should con- 
ducted the aging process and the causes, preven- 
tion, treatment, and amelioration diseases contribut- 
ing premature aging. 

was recommended that particular attention 
research the problems the aging placed 
genetics and environmental, epidemiological, and 
nutritional studies. The problems health this 
population group should correlated with socio- 
economic factors. Further research the field 
physical and mental rehabilitation disabled persons 
the older age group was stressed. 

was recommended that the education physi- 
cians, dentists, nurses, and social workers the health 
problems the aging advanced continuous 
stimulation professional schools, postgraduate 
courses for professional workers, and joint confer- 
ences, meetings, and similar activities for persons 
the several professional fields concerned with the prob- 
lems the aging. 

Finally, was recommended that the Governor 
the State California appoint pro tem committee 
consider and implement these recommendations. 

important note that the work the confer- 
ence should not considered solely the light the 
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recommendations prepared the sections. The con- 
ference brought together persons representing many 
interests discuss critical problem affecting the wel- 
fare and economy the State. With respect public 
health, attention was focused segment the popu- 
lation—persons the older age groups—generally ig- 
nored health programs.

California Fluoridation Programs 
Gain Momentum 


Fluoridation public water supplies California 
has gained great impetus recent weeks. The chain 
events has been history making, and should prove 
vast influence for the scores California communi- 
ties now considering the fluoridation their water 
supplies. 

Perhaps greatest significance was the actual start 
fluoridation Rio Vista, Solano County, October 
25th, giving that town the distinction being the first 
community California inaugurate fluoridation 
program. Two other California cities—Pleasanton 


Alameda County, and Antioch, Contra Costa 


have already been granted permits the State De- 
partment Public Health fluoridate their water 
and may soon join Rio Vista. 

Santa Cruz, Fresno County Water Works District 
No. Fresno County Water Works District No. 


and Placerville have applications pending with 
State Department Public Health (as November 
5th). 

October 25th, the same day Rio Vista officially 
observed its new program, the San Diego City 
voted augment the fluoride content its city water 
supply, thus becoming the first large city California 
take such action. 

San Francisco, fluoridation was put the test 
the people Proposition the November 6th 
ballot. The vote favored fluoridation strong mar- 
gin, thus giving the first expression California 
the people ballot this issue. 

The City Council Oakland has also taken firm 
stand favor fluoridation. October 18th

California health officers have been alerted the 
number malaria cases being reported 
this State, most them with probable origin among 
military personnel returning from Korea. This in- 
erease has been particularly sharp the past six 
months, according records the Bureau Acute 
Communicable Diseases.
